Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: SF offered an allowance of the claims, providing the following 
amendments are made: remove the double negative in claim 16, have claim 64 recite "at least one fusion protein of 
claim 16" and delete "preventing or" recited in claims 16, 64 and 65. While the declaration by Dr. Nieland clearly 
indicates that the claimed fusion protein treats papillomavirus tumors, there is no indication that the fusion protein 
prevents the tumors from forming. In response, EF is contacting the inventors regarding these changes.
